nity to Enjoy the Day—Captain 
Hobson Gives an Historical Addrea 


, and Speaks la Defence of the South 


Boston, July 5.—-The center of the 


section which saw so much of the his- 
tory which the observance of the Fourth 
of July recalls upheld yesterday 
its 


firmly established record as a city of 
demonstrative enthusiasm. 


Beginning at the moment of midnight, 


which separated the night before from 
the morning of, and lasting until the 
late hours of last night, Boston was a 
veritable Incubator of firecracker pa- 
triotism. 
Cannon ushered in the anni- 


versary, and the roar which followed the 
explosions of pow*der in scores of forms, 
from the giant crackers to the pictur- 
esque fireworks, accompanied each mo- 
ment of the day. 


But even if the noise and confusion 


was great and amazing in its abundance, 
and the use of explosives apparently 
reckless, there were few accidents, and 
uo damage of extent was caused. The 
exodus of people to the beaches was 
remarkably large, but the breakdown 
of the beat period kept many in town 
to attend the various celebrations, who 
would have otherwise fled from the 
city's pavements. 


The chief individual celebration in the 


city districts was that by the Jamaica 
Plain Carnival association, held in the 
park system. 
The guest and orator 


was Captain Richmond P. Hobson, and 
he spoke from a stand erected In a nat- 
ural amphitheatre in which stood many 
thousands of citizens. 


He spoke of the early development of 


the country under the guiding hands of 
the forefathers, its struggles during its 
early existence, its foreign-Wars, its in- 
ternal strife, which had been satisfac- 
torily settled, and the last foreign war, 
the contest with Spain, which had 
brought forth many new^glorles, new 
careers and new responsibilities. 


He spoke of the navies of the world, 


their relative strength and power, and 
showed that, while small in displace- 
ment, the power of the American navy 
was second to none on account of its 
personnel. 


Some time was devoted to economics, 


during the course of which Captain Hob- 
ion defended the south in regard to the 
slavery question, making the statement 
that it had been, in fact, the salvation 
of the negro race, for, like other colored 
races, it would haVe been exterminated 
had not the south, through slavery, 
given them the start, a foothold which 
they can now stand on. 


He said that when the time was ripe 


slavery was abolished in a year; that it 
had shown the Willingness of all;Jxrth 
north and south,'to stand by thehV'own 
principles. 
Today the country ,was 


more united than ever, as the uprising 
of all sections for ttie support of the 
government during the Spanish war had 
shown. 


Perhaps the greatest single celebra- 


tion of the day was the observance of 
the 125th anniversary of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 
This was held 


in Faaneil hall. Mayor Hart presided. 
After the reading of the Declaration of 
Independence, General Guild delivered 
an oration which was mainly historical 
in nature, but frequently it considered 
present day conditions and problems. 


One of the pleasantest features of 


the day was the distribution of flowers 
to 3000 children from the poorer dis- 
tricts of the city. This was done by the 
Floral Emblem society. 


At Franklin fleid last night 20,000 peo- 


ple witnessed tb> city's display of fire- 
works, and in Cambridge there were 
three displays, and during the day ath- 
letic events in which there were entries 
from many parts of yew England.

San Juan, P. R., July 5.—The Fourth 


of July was celebrated with great en- 
thusiasm here.

States, that, by virtue of the Hollander 
act and other acts, it has enacted and 
put into operation a system of local 
taxation to meet the necessities of in- 
sular government, and it hereby directs 
that a copy of this joint resolution bo 
presented to the President of the United 
States, and it requests that Governor 
Allen deliver the resolution in question 
to President McKinley, to the end that 
the proclamation may be made by him, 
and, If it shall seem wise and proper 
to the President of the United States, 
the assembly requests that his procla- 
mation be issued July 25, as that day is 
being established a Ipgal Porto Rican 
holiday, to commemorate the anniver- 
sary of the coming of the American 
flag." 


Governor Allen personally read a mes- 


sage before the assembly in which he 
exhaustively reviewed the financial sit- 
uation of the island, and showed that 
Porto Rico possessed abundant rev- 
enues for its needs without drawing 
upon customs receipts. 


Mr. Hollander's report on the island's 


resources from which revenue could be 
derived was considered sufficiently def- 
inite to warrant the joint resolution m 
favor of free trade. Mr. Hollander re- 
viewed the working of the new tax law 
and explained the new system of taxa- 
tion. 
He said: 
"Present conditions 


make this joint resolution possible, anJ 
the insular treasury can henceforth dis- 
pense with the revenues accruing from 
Porto Rican customs." 


Several other lengthy speeches were 


made. 
The resolution passed at 12-45, 


and was signed by Governor Allen at l 
p. si. 


This action of the assembly is con- 


sidered to be the most Important taken 
by it since the Inauguration of Governor 
Allen.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


tJoyd'* Agency Said to Have 


oped a Mew Sy»tem. 


Two new systems of wireless teleg- 


tapby, which are claimed by the In- 
ventors to be superior to that of Signer 
Marconi, hare been developed by the 
Lloyd agency of England and will be 
tested In tbe presence of Commander 
Richardson Clover, United States 'naval 
attache In London, eays a Washington 
special dispatch to tbe Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. Apparently satisfied 
-iwlth the Marconi system, tie British 
government Is negotiating for 50 addi- 
tional sets of instruments, which will 
be installed on board tbe larger ships 
of Its channel, Mediterranean and Asi- 
atic squadrons. Developments made 
by Marconi and other Inventors in the 
field of wireless telegraphy convince 
officials of tbe navy department that 
by tbe end of the present year a sys- 
tem can be purchased by the navy 
tWhicb will give entire satisfaction. 


Lloyd's agency has offered to supply 


tbe American navy with its instru- 
ments at a much smaller cost than 
fixed by Marconi The Lloyds, accord-

early diagnosis of the disease is evident. 


"Unfortunately it is by no means easy 


to recognize the disease iu its incipiency, 
for the early symptoms are not distinc- 
tive, and the cause of the failing 
ijtlth 


is not often suspected until the disease 
has become firmly established. 


The symptoms calling attention espe- 


cially to disease of the lungs are general- 
ly late In appearing, and the" physician's 
suspicions will usually hare been arous- 
ed long before there is any severe cough 
or profuse expectoration. 


At first there is merely a falling off in 


health; the person is "a little below par," 
and his friends remark that he is losing 
flesh. He is not actually ill, and his con- 
dition causes him little anxiety, being at- 
tributed to a rush of work or to worrl- 
ment caused by a business hitch or some 
family trouble. 


But as time goes on and the supposed 


cause of the trouble has been removed, 
the patient does not recover his strength. 
On the contrary, the gradual decline 
continues, and a noticeable pallor ap- 
pears. The lips "are bluish, the eyes are 
abnormally whites the pinkish hue of the 
nails fades out, the mucous membrane 
of the mouth is pale—in medical laa- 
gtmge, the paiient is anemic. 


This pallor is a Suspicious sign; and an- 


other symptom of marked significance is 
a rapid pulse, one that beats continuously 
00 or 100 times a minute. At this time 
there is usually also more or less fever, 
although it may be so slight as to be de- 
tected only by a frequent use of the ther- 
mometer. 


A fourth symptom of importance Is In- 


creased perspiration, usually most mark- 
ed in the first hours after midnight— 
night sweats—but sometimes troublesome 
in the daytime as well. 


Cough during this period is as often ab- 


sent as present, end in any case is sel- 
dom more than a nervous hacking. Lat- 
er it becomes more persistent, and some 
expectoration appears. But by this tlmo 
the physician can generally detect signs 
of lung trouble by an examination of the 
chest, and the discovery of tubercle ba- 
cilli when the expectorated matter is 
studied under the microscope vill re- 
move all doubts as to the nature of the 
malady. 


Of course, one who has persistent aEse- 


mla, a rapid pulse, night sweats and 
perhaps fever is not necessarily in the 
early stages of consumption, although 
there is ground for suspicion. Even if 
he is, however, there need be no exces- 
sive alarm, for the disease ot this stage 
Is almost positively curable, aarl its early 
detection is therefor* a biessiBff.—Youth's 
Companion.

PROGRESS IN AGRICULTURE 


Secretary WHion Talfe* of What Hii 


Deportment I« Dolna> 


At tbe cabinet meeting in Washing- 


ton the other day Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson discussed some of tbe re- 
cent work of bis department in new 
fields, says tbe Philadelphia Press. He 
baa been making some interesting in- 
vestigations also In tbe Philippines 
and believes tbat tbe soil of that terri- 
tory Is capable -of -producing the high- 
est grade of agricultural products. Aft- 
er leaving the cabinet Secretary .Wil- 
son said: 


"I told my associates what we are 


doing. Now, in tqbacco this conn- 
try sells 530,000,000 worth of it and 
buys |18,000,000 worth of high priced 
varieties. We have to pay $5,000,000 
for Sumatra wrappers. Now, our de- 
partment is teaching the American peo- 
ple how to produce that in tbe United 
States. We took the gold medal at the 
Paris exposition for the finest Sumatra 
tobacco. 
We have been paying §8,- 


000,000 a year for filler tobacco, mostly 
Cuban. We are conducting experi- 
ments now in this line of production, 
with the result that we hope to see 
most of the filler tobacco produced In 
the United States. 


"We have been importing wheats to 


improve our own crops in. the United 
States. American made macaroni has 
been thought inferior to'the Imported, 
aud the reason for this was tbat we 
did not bav» suitable macaroni wheats. 
We have corrected this, so tbat 100,000 
bushels will be grown in this country 
this year solely for the macaroni mills. 


"The agricultural department Is now 


sending a man to the rice growing 
countries of the east A scientist who 
has already returned from Japan has 
brought specimens of rice BO much 
more suitable for tbe gulf coast than 
what we formerly had that we are now 
producing most of the rice that we 
need and shall soon produce all that we 
use. 


"There will be over 40 beet sugar 


factories in operation this year."

The selection of the Forest park rite 


In St. Loots by the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition alto committee and certainty 
that it will be approved by tb« compa- 
ny and the national exposition commis- 
sion meets with general satisfaction, 
says the Chicago Record-Herald. The 
exact boundaries of the site have pot 
yet been fixed, but all that part of For- 
est park whose free use for the exposi- 
tion baa been granted by the city will 
be used. The ground is covered with 
forests, is of a beautifully rolling na- 
ture and well watered by the river Des 
Peres and tributary streams. Discuss- 
ing the Forest park site the other day, 
a member of the executive committee 
of the Louisiana Purchase company 
said: 


"Tlje Chicago World's fair was built 


upon a flat. The St Louis World's fair 
will be built within a forest. Tlie fair 
of 1803 was a glittering vista of level 
plain. The fair of 1003 will be a shim- 
mering show cf castlo crowned emi- 
nences. In the exposition at Chicago 
there was no opportunity for topo- 
graphical picturesqueness except along 
horizontal lines. In the exposition at 
St. Louis the architects will be aided 
by the natural advantages of bill and 
hollow, gentle slope, terrace and grotto. 


"Beautiful as it was, the white city 


had a level aspect that suggested the 
city in tbe desert, monotone in color 
and in topography. For the World's 
fair city of 1003 there will be possible a 
full, rich diapason of dells and dunes, 
plateaus and plaeas. The spectacle may 
run the gamut of topographical variety. 


"It should be remembered by those 


who deplore the necessary,sacrifice of 
Borne of the trees that only the western 
portion of the park Is to be occupied by 
the fair. That part of the park Is very 
nearly as nature left it. It Is the unim- 
proved portion. The fair site is largely 
a wilderness. Much of It IB the prime- 
val forest, though there are large areas 
without trees, and doubtless these tree- 
less areas will be utilized for the princi- 
pal architectural features of the fair."

"Comparison with similar wares of 


European origin in the bazaars of Kar- 
put bus abundantly demonstrated the 
superior quality of American articles. 
There is no apparent demand for fe- 
male wearing apparel. The fact that 
but few women have emigrated from 
this region to the United States Is the 
possible explanation."

ft. Little Thins That Came Neat 


Canning Ihc Loss of a Steamiblp. 
The strongest story I ever beard of ths 


eea relates to a copper rivet •which was 
accidentally Jolt in the biljre on the bot- 
tom of a shr]5 by the imluers, between 
two ribs, where it rolleS back and forth 
with the motioa of the vessel until, it had 
woni a hole through the plates. 


This remarkable event took place off 


the coast of Peru. Some years ago a ves- 
sel loaded witl guaao worth several thou- 
sand dollars caught fire in the sonth Pa- 
cific and was abandoned by the captain 
and crew, who came ashore in small boats 
and reported the disaster. Jack Eyre of 
the firm of W. R. Grace & Co., New 
York, to whom the guano was consigned, 
is a daring fellow and determined to save 
that cargo if possible. He knew that 
guauo would not burn, and it was his 
idea that the hulk o£ the ship might be 
found floating somewhere at sea and the 
valuable cargo recovered. He therefore 
chartered a small English tramp that 
happened to be at Callao and started out 
to search for the derelict. 


After cruising for two or three weeks 


he found her, just as he had expected, 
the woodwork burned to the water's 
edge, but the hull soand as a dollar and 
the cargo all right. They towed her into 
Callao, but the day before reaching that 
harbor the tramp they had chartered be- 
gan to fill very rapidly, and the pumps 
could scarcely keep her afloat. They nar- 
rowly escaped sinking with all on board. 
The leak was a mystery- They had met 
with no accident, and there was no reason 
to suspect anything wrong with the 
plates, for the shi,p had been in drydock 
shortly before she left Liverpool and was 
rated Al, being only between two and 
three years old. They managed to get 
her to Callao only by the greatest exer- 
tion, and many a time they feared they 
could not keep her afloat so long. 


When the ship went into the dock and 


was examined, it was found that one of 
the plates about the center had worn 
through. 
Further investigation demon- 


strated that the damage had been done 
by a little copper rivet which had been 
accidentnlly left in the bottom and had 
rolled back and forth over the same spot 
so often and so long that the iron plate 
had been worn thin, and the jJressurs of 
the water had broken through. The mis- 
chievous rivet was there and was taken 
out and preserved as a curiosity. 


Shipbuilders tell me that this Is not an 


nncommon thing.- It is always custom- 
ary as a precaution to make a thorough 
search of the bottfttn of n new ship for 
rivets and copper filings and other loose 
metal. Copper filings are especially dan- 
gerous, because unSer certain condition? 
they aie apt to soi up a little galvanic 
battery ano do an immense amount of 
damage.—Chicago J3erald.

' "We defy any man to read Miss Hob- 
house's simple compilation without a 
feeling of burning indignation and 
shame at the deeds done and the suf- 
ferings inflicted oa women and chil- 
dren under the protection of the Brit- 
ish flag and with the countenance and 
approval of British statesmen and offi- 
cials. Hitherto our people at home 
have been Ignorant of what was being 
done in their name. Information was 
strictly withheld. Fallacious answers 
were returned to questions asked Jn the 
bouse of commons, and on every hand 
there was a conspiracy of deceit and 
evasion carefully calculated to prevent 
the facts from being known. Now, at 
last, we have the testimony of an inde- 
pendent witness, an English -woman 
with eyes to see, with a heart to feel 
and with a pen capable of drawing up 
In language that must appeal to her 
fellow citizens a damning indictment 
against the hideous policy that has 
been pursued for so many months In 
tbe dark." 


In the above words the London Daily 


•News summed up the case against tbe 
so called refugee camps in South Afri- 
ca. Mr. Herbert Paul, in bis specially 
cabled letters from London to the New 
York Herald, has told of the outcry 
which the publication of Miss Emily 
Eobbouse's report of wbat sbe saw 
during her visit to the camps of the 
Boer women and children in the Cape 
and Orange River colonies has caused 
in England. Tbe Marquis of Ripon has 
declared tbat the condition of affairs 
was one that placed Great Britain up- 
on trial for its fair name and fame, 
and many Englishmen who have never 
been termed pro-Boer have taken a 
similar stand. 


Miss Hobhouse went to South Africa 


at tbe beginning of the present year as 
n delegate of a charitable committee 
formed in England for the purpose of 
raising and administering a fund for 
the relief of distress among tbe South 
African women and children. She be- 
gan her work at the Bloemfontein 
camp on Jan. 20 and visited'in addition 
the camps at Normal's Point, AUwal 
North, Springfontein, Kimberley, Ma- 
feking and finally returned to Bloem- 
f ontein on April 22. 
i At the end of Jannary, in tbe height 
of the - South, African summer, when 
'Miss Hobhouse first visited the Bloem- 
fonteia camp, 2,000 people were con- 
fined there. A few of these were men; 
more than 000 were children. These 
numbera~are now nearly doubled. The 
camp was on the bare veldt, two miles 
from the town. There was no =hade of 
any description. The camp itself was 
composed of bell tents, the sun blazing 
through tbe single canvas, the flies 
lying tbick and black on everything. 
In some tents were six occupants, ia 
others more. There was not a stick of 
furniture, not a cliair or a table or even 
a mattress. No soap was given to the 
prisoners, and tbeir rations were miser- 
ably insufficient, 


> "Imagine," writes Miss Hobhouse, 
"the heat outside tbe tents and the suf- 
focation inside! We sakoa their kLaki 
blankets, rolled up, inside Mrs. B.'s 
tent, and tbe sun blazed through 
the single canvas, and the flies 
lay thick and black on everything; no 
chair, no table nor any room for such; 
only a deal box standing on its end 
served as a wee pantry. In this tiny 
tent live Mrs. B.'s five children (three 
quite grown up) and a little Kaffir serv- 
ant girl. Many tents bave more occu- 
pants. Mrs. P. came In with Mrs. E. 
and others, and they told me tbelr 
stories, and we cried together and even 
laughed together and chatted bad 
Dutch and bad English all tbe after- 
noon. On wet nights the water streams 
.down through the canvas and comes 
flowing in, as it knows bow to do in 
this country, under the flap of tbe tent 
and wets their blanket? as they lie on 
tbe ground. While we sat there a 
snake came- Jn. They said it was a 
puff adder, very poisonous. So they all 
ran out, and I attacked tbe creature 
with my parasol. I could not bear to 
think the thing should be at large in a 
community mostly sleeping on tbe 
ground. After a struggle I wounded it, 
and then a man came with a mallet and 
finished it off. 


Mrs. P. is very brave and calm. She 


has sis children, ranging from 15 down 
to 2 years, and sbe docs not know 
where any of them Is. She was taken 
right away from them. Her husband 
is In detention of some kind at Bloem- 
'fonteln, but not allowed to see her. 
Bhe expects her confinement In about 
three weeks and yet Las to He on the 
ibare ground till sbe Is stiff and sore, 
and sbe bas had nothing to sit on for 
over two months, but must squat on a 
rolled up blanket. I felt quite sure you 
would like her to bave a mattress, and 
.1 asked ber If she would accept one. 
She did so very gratefully, aud I did 
not rest till I got one out to ber. All 
ber baby linen was In readiness at 
tiome, but all is lost. This is but one 
case, quite ordinary among hundreds 
and hundreds. 


j "The women are wonderful. 
They 


cry very little and never complain. Tbe 
very magnitude of their sufferings, in- 
dignities, loss and anxiety seems to lift 
them beyond tears. These people, who 
bave bad comfortable, .even luxurious, 
homes, Just set themselves to quiet en- 
durance and to make the best of their 
bare and terrible lot. Only when It 
cats afresh at them through tbelr chil- 
dren do their feelings flash out 
Mrs. 


M., for Instance; she bag. six children 
In camp, all 111, two In (hp tin hospital 
with typhoid fever and foiir sick In the 


soon. i*vi uvwu.^ iu iu (jeyion, an* 
hai meana and w«uld gladly provide 
(or herself either Iu town or In tbe 
colony, where ehe baa relations, or by 
going back to ber faro. It was not 
burned, only tbe furniture was de- 
stroyed. Yet Here sue bas to stay, 
watching her children droop and elf k- 
en. For their eakea she did plead with 
tears that sbe might go and fend for 
herself. 


"I call this camp system a wholesale 


cruelty. It can never be wiped out of 
tbe memories of tbe people. It presses 
hardest on the children. They droop 
in tbe terrible heat, and with tbe Insuf- 
ficient, unsuitable food, whatever you 
do, whatever the authorities do—and 
they are, I believe, doing their best 
with very limited means—it is all only 
a miserable patch upon a great ill 
Thousands physically unfit are placed 
In conditions of life wbich they have 
not strength to endure. In front of 
thetn is blank ruin." 


Then, again, Miss Hobbonse says: 


"To keep these cnmpa going la murder 
to tbe children. Still, of course, by 
more judicious management they could 
be improved; but, do what you will, 
you can't undo the tblng itself." 


Writing a few days later of another 


visit to tbe Hoemfortein camps, Miss 
Hobbouse said: 


"I was at the camp today, and Just 


In one little corner this is the sort of 
thing I found: The nurse, underfed 
and overworked, Just sinking on to her 
bed, hardly able to bold herself up, aft- 
er coping with some 80 typhoid and 
other patients, with only the untrained 
help of two Boer girls—cooking, aa well 
as nursing to do herself. 


"Next tent a 6-montb baby gasping 


its life out on Its mother's knee. Tbe 
doctor had given it powders 1» the 
morning, but it bad taken nothing 
since; two or three others drooping 
and sick In that tent. 


"Neit, a girl of 21 dying on a stretch- 


er. The father—a big, gentle Boer- 
kneeling beside ber, while, next tent, 
his wife was watching a child of 6, also 
dying, and one of. about 5 drooping. 
Already this couple had lost three chil- 
dren in tbe hospital and so would not 
let these go, though I begged bard to 
take tbem out of tbe hot tent. 'We 
must watch these ourselves,' be said. 
I sent 
to find brandy and got some 


down the girl's throat, but for tbe most 
part you must stand and look on, help- 
less to do anything because there Is 
nothing to do anything with." 


At the camps at Norval's Pont and 


Aliwal North conditions were better. 
Kimberley camp was perhaps the worst 
of ali. It was inclosed in an eight foot 
barbed wire fencing. There were "sen- 
tries at the gate and walking inside. 
No nurse; on' empty, unfurnished mar- 
quee, which might be a hospital; over- 
crowded tents; measles and whooping 
cough rife; camp dirty and smelling; 
an army doctor, who naturally knows 
little of children's ailments; fuel al- 
most none." 


But here Is the story of Kimberley 


camp in Miss Hobhouse's own words, 
this portion of her report being dated 
March 13: 


"A commandant's wife Is here, with 


Etx children. It is GO sad about her 
baby. A general came to her home 
with bis column to sweep her away. 
She Is a delicate looking gentlewom- 
an, with a white skin and beautiful 
scarlet lips, so seldom seen out of 
books. Her baby was only 17 days old 
when tbe troops came, and sbe was 
very weak. Sbe could not nurse the 
child, and, like all her children, it was 
being brought up on donkey's milk. 
This she explained to the general, who 
gave special commands that wherever 
she went that donkey was to go, even 
to Vryburg end Kimberley. Well, by 
degrees she arrived in Kimberley, and' 
the donkey came also to the town. But 
once she was in the camp that donkey 
disappeared. They either couldn't.or 
wouldn't produce it. Tbe baby failed 
and pined. Friends from Kimberley 
tried everything—cow's milk, condensed 
milk—all no good. 


"It was a splendid child and it 


dwindled to skin and bones. At last 
the new superintendent arrived; they 
Appealed to him and showed him tbe 
dying baby. At once he produced that 
donkey, but it was too late. Tbe baby 
had got so weak it was past recovery. 
We tried what we could, but today It 
died. It was only three months, but 
such a sweet thing. Tbe mother is 
much respected, and there is great 
sympathy felt for ber. It was still alive 
this morning. When I called in tbe 
afternoon, they beckoned me in to see 
the tiny thing laid out, with a white 
flower In its wee band. To me it seem- 
ed a murdered innocent and an hour or 
two after another child died. 


"A terrible evil Just now is the dew. 


It is so heavy, and comes right through 
the single canvas of the tents, wetting 
everything. The night I slept at Nor- 
val's Pont I found this out for myself. 
Though in a marquee, with double can- 
vas, all my clothes were damp through, 
and these people bave to put their 
things on saturated day after day. All 
the morning the gangways are filled 
with tbe blankets and odds and ends 
regularly turned out to dry In the sun. 
The doctor told me today he highly dis- 
approved of tents for young children 
ind exnected a higb mortality before 
Tune."

fA WELL KNOWIN^ VETERANT\ 


Incident* la. ihe Career ot General 


Daniel Dutterfleld. 
, 


General Daniel Butterfield was born 


at Utica Oct 31, 1S31, the second son 
of John and Melfcnda H. Butterfield. 
He inherited great executive ability 
and has-been prominent in affairs for 
over a quarter of a century. 


He was gradoated at Union college 


In 1849 and became a merchant in New 
York city. The gallant soldier was 
colonel of a militia regiment wjien the 
war broke out. He promptly tendered 
his services aid those ot bis command 
to the government at Washington and 
drilled and organized the Clay guards, 


i thus assuring the safety of the Federal 
idty. Returning to New York, he as- 
"'munetT command of his regiment, took' 
'it to Washington and led the advance 
of the Union forces across the Long 
bridge. He subsequently commanded 
In the McOlellan peninsula campaign' 
and fought with distinguished courage 
at the battles of Galnes Mill and Mai- 
vern Hill. 
Butterfield captured the 


first guns in Sherman's Atlanta cam- 
paign at Resrfca, in the charge of 
Head's lines, led by Benjamin Harri- 
son, then colonel of the Seventieth In- 
diana. 


He fought at the Second Bull Bun 


and at Fredericksburg was made chief 
of staff of the Army of the Potomac, 
acting* in this capacity through the 
campaigns of Chancellorsville and Get- 
tysburg and as such marshaled the ar- 
my reviewed by President Lincoln at 
Falmouth in 1862. His subsequent 
services at the battles of Wachita, 
Lookout Mountain, Chattanooga, Mis- 
sion Ridge and in the Atlanta cam- 
paign were brilliant. He fought in 28 
battles, was twice wounded and thrice 
breveted. In the regular army be rose 
to be breveted a major general an<^ 
held the»rank of major general in tLe 
volunteer force. In 1869 General But- 
terfield resigned bis commission as 
oolonel in the regular army. He was 
appointed assistant treasurer of tbe 
United States at New York. After re- 
signing this office be engaged in large 
private enterprises. 


OUR INVASION OF BRITAIN. 


Professor Wrkoff -Will Hake a Tfaoc- 
•n*& Investigation of the Snbject. 
Professor Walter A. Wykoff 
of 


Princeton university began the other 
morning a systematic personal investi- 
gation of British industrial conditions. 
The author of "The WotfSers" intends 
to devote the summer to this work, re- 
turning to his university chair in the 
autumn. His methods will be similar 
to those which he employed in the Unit- 
ed States. He said to the London cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Daily News: 


"I purpose to determine as accurate- 


ly as possible just how serious is the 
American invasion of Great Britain 
and what defects operate to reduce the 
competency of this country. The infor- 
mation which I have already gathered 
leads me to believe that the untraveled 
Britishers underestimate the force and 
capacity of the Yankees. They imagine 
themselves pitted against a nation of1 
rather showy qualities, but one lacking 
In those abiding elements of strength 
that have made the British empire 
great. Even among highly educated 
Englishmen I have'found a singular 
self centeredness and self sufficiency. 
They seeof to think that their own in- 
terpretations of the truth are infallible, 
and they do not care to bother about 
anybody else's interpretations. 


"This mental attitude strikes one 


most forcibly in view of the present 
state of general enlightenment It may 
account for much of England's appar- 
ent failure to^grasp the industrial and 
commercial signs of tbe times. Howev- 
er, I speak with reservations now and 
am awaiting maturer convictions."

MAY SAVE JJOLDIERS' LIVES. 


Hew Life Raft Will Be Supplied to 


Government T«ui»port». 


When the transport Ingalls starts on 


her next trip, she will be equipped 
with a new life saving apparatus which 
Las been adopted by the navy depart- 
ment, knowu as the Carley float, said 
to be superior to anything that has 
hitherto been brought to the attention 
of naval authorities, says a Washing- 
ton special to the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. The army transports will all be 
equipped with this new device, and offi- 
cials expect after the adoption of this 
float to reduce tbe loss of life by acci- 
dent at sea to a minimum. 


It is said to be in constant readiness 


for use, requiring no preparation be- 
yond the cutting of its lashings, and it 
can be picked up and thrown over- 
board without the use of davits or ma- 
chinery of any sort 


This new float consists of a copper 


tube with many airtight compartments, 
strengthened by fins, its shape being 
an ellipse somewhat flattened. The 
tube is sheathed in cork, finally wound 
with canvas and made thoroughly wa- 
ter tight It forms a perfect float no 
matter upon which side it falls when 
thrown Into the water. Three of these 
floats when nested together occupy a 
space 14 by 9 by 2% feet high, and yet 
when thrown into the water and 
stretched out for use will support 90 
persons exclusive of those who may be

Timber Often Found That Has Wan. 


dered Thoo««n<l« of Mllei. 


Driftwood is frequently found which 


is known to have wandered many them 
san/s of miles. 


Tropical timber from Asia has been 


piled up in large quantities on the Alas- 
kan coast. 
Oregon pines have visited 


Hawaii, and Norwegian trees have been 
found on the coast of Greenland. Man} 
of theae voyages are made in remarkablj 
short time. 


The longest and .most direct of thes* 


curious routes across tbe oceaji extend* 
between Japan and the southern short 
of Alaska. Tbe camphor tree of Japan, 
the mago and mahogany hare been ma'£ 
ing this long voyage for centuries until 
parts of the American coast are littered 
with them. Most of the trees were proba- 
bly uprooted by violent storms far inland 
and found their way down rivers to tin 
sea. Trees 150 feet in length bave mad< 
this journey. 


An immense amount of Siberian ana 


American driftwood reaches Greenland 
The Greenlnndcrs use implements madi 
of wood which grew On the banks ol 
Siberian rivers. Trees are also found 
on the west coast of Greenland which 
arc believed to have grown on the bank) 
of the Mississippi river. To reach Green- 
land this wood first floats to the gulf ol 
Mexico, to ba caught by the Gulf stream 
and carried northward. Greenlanden 
who have never seen white men, maki 
their weapons of iron which has drifted 
ashore in wreck wood. 


The Norwegian fishing boats use thon 


sands of floats for their nets, and man) 
of these have been found on the wesl 
coast of Greenland. It is believed tha> 
they were carried by the Gulf streaa 
northward to where the current mergei 
with the one which sets westward froa 
Siberia. A great deal of driftwood alsi 
escapes from the Amazon and othei 
South American rivers and la carried 
north to be scattered along the coast ol 
North America.

Crop of 1901 Expected to Exceed 


Tha* of Last Y«or avnU to Brlnsi Bet- 
ter Price*—-Both Small aad Large 
Growers Fear the Porto Blco Prodi- 
act. 
The Cuban tobacco farmer Is not un- 


like tbe western wheat grower or corn 
raiser. 
Rains or droughts have a 


great deal to do with the view he takes 
of the tobacco Industry and of his own 
condition. When there Is too much 
moisture at the wrong time or too 
much dryness at the right time, he la 
a pessimist and thinks tobacco grow- 
ing is going to become one of tea lost 
arts in Cuba. 


The last two seasons have been only 


fair, and prices hare been hardly up 
to the average, yet in this region there 
is no disposition to talk of turning the 
tobacco lands into something else, saya 
the Chicago Tribune's foreign corre- 
spondent at Pinar del Rio. The crop 
IB the wealth of this province and will 
continue so in spite of occasional dis- 
couragements. The removal of tbe ex- 
port tax by direction of the Washing- 
ton authorities has helped to reconcile 
the growers to an average return when 
they hope for an exceptional one. The 
crop last year was about 400,000 bales 
of HO pounds each, but the price was 
low. This year the crop will be larger, 
with prices a shade better. 


No two experts among the owners of 


tobacco plantations, the buyers or the 
Havana manufacturers agree as to the 
extent to which tbe future production 
of tobacco may be increased. Some 
of them insist that except for tbe in- 
ferior grades there can be no material 
Increase of production. Others offhand 
will say that Cuba can produce In ex- 
ceptionally 
favorable circumstances 


five'times the amount it now raises. 
Conservative guessers, after figuring 
awhile, usually say that with proper 
encouragement the present crop of the 
island may be doubled within tbe next 
10 or 12 years. Probably that is as 
good a guess as any one can make. 


It is the general testimony that the 


Vuelta Abajo district is likely to In- 
crease its production within the next 
few years, though not phenomenally. 
Tlie lands which were in the initial 
process of destruction when General 
Grant discovered the flavor of guano 
In his cigar and called the attention 
of the Cuban producers to it at tbat 
time had been BO thoroughly fertilized 
that for years the crop was tainted. 
Some of them were left untouched. 
Now a considerable portion of tobacco 
lands which have been rested through 
a series of years is beginning to be cul- 
tivated again, and the quality of the 
leaf is excellent 


Developments of tobacco growing In 


Cuba will be neither in the Vuelta 
Abajo nor iu the Partidos or Havana 
district, but in the central region of 
Las Villas, where a good average quali- 
ty can be procured. The Remedies dis- 
trict in Las Villas now»spreads south 
through tbe Manicaragua valley, and 
a number of Americans have gone into 
the latter place and are said to be quite 
successful. 


Among the tobacco growers there 


does not seem to be much fear that tbe 
syndicates or combinations ever will 
be able to control production. It must 
be said that tbe experience of the 
American and English capitalists who 
have sought to combine the factories 
as the first step toward a monopoly of 
production confirms this view of the 
growers, Tbe future of the tobacco in- 
dustry, in the opinion of those who 
bave studied tbe subject on its Indus- 
trial side as well as of tbe growers, Is 
tbat the only possible means by which 
the monopoly could be secured would 
be to own all the tobacco producing 
lands in the Island. If the estimate 
tbat the present crop could be doubled 
within 10 or 12 years is approximately 
correct, the difficulty is Insurmounta- 
ble. 


There is an ever.present fear on the 


part both of the small farmer aad toe 
tobacco planter that tbe Cuban product 
is going to be corrupted by the Intro- 
duction of the Porto Rlcan leaf. When- 
ever a bint is given tbat the present 
prohibitory tariff against Porto Rican 
tobacco may be modified this whole 
province begins to ferment. 
Meetings 


are held, memorials are addressed to 
Washington and to General Wood, 
and an agitation Is set on foot which 
is only quieted when the assurance Is 
given that such modifications are not 
contemplated. Ostensibly the objec- 
tion, to the introduction of the Porto 
Rlcan leaf is its inferiorty to the Cu- 
ban product and tbe alleged fear that 
It woald corrupt the quality of Cuban 
tobacco and destroy its markets. 


After a time the veguero, or small to- 


bacco farmer, is going to be a social 
factor of consequence in tbe central 
and western part of the island. He has 
the making of a good citizen, and be 
rarely fails to show his conservative 
tendencies. The veguero now wants a 
government which, above all things, 
will protect Cuban tobacco Aside from 
this tbe tobacco growers do not seem 
especially concerned about tbe political 
future, though most of them are parti- 
sans of free Cuba and will bo better 
satisfied after they bave tried the ex- 
periment of their own flap.
